Russia Replies to Japan. 


‘Although Czar is Willing to Make Majority of Condi- 
tions a Basis for Negotiations, He Will Not Discuss 
Indemnity and Cession of Sakhalin, Two Points U pon

Jy ORTSMOUTH (N. H.) Aug. 11.—Russia’s reply to the Japa- 
nese terms of peace will be delivered by M. Witte to Baron 
Komura at 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning.

Upon the two crucial points—indemnity and the cession of 
the Island of Sakhalin—the reply is an absolute non possumus.”

quette and the Union Pacific railroads have announced that they 
will provide their own cars for transportation of fruits and other per- 
ishable products.

DRAGGED OUT HPLPLESS. 

In no case did the injured: firemen 
come from a single experience in the 
smoke and grease, but from repeated 
dashes into the fire soon after having 
been dragged out helpless by comrades.

For an hour Fred Barry fought the

grease trickling over him. As he fell 
his strength gave out and he screamed 
for help.

Fireman O'Neill sustained the most 
serious injuries. With the explosion of 
the first vat, containing 10,000 gallons 
of soap liquor, several members of Co.

We cannot permanently adhere to 
the Monroe doctrine unless we suc- 
ceed in making it evident in the first 
place that we do not intend to treat it 
in any Shape or way as an excuse for 
agerandizenient on our part at the ex- 
pense of che republics to the south of 

e ond, that we do not intend to 
it to be used by any of these 
Tepudlice as a shield to protect that 
republic from the consequences cf its 
Own misdeeds against foreign nations; 
third, that inasmuch as by this doc- 
trine. we prevent other nations from 
interfering on this side of the water, 
We Shall ourselves in good faith try 
to help those of our sister republics, 
which need such help, upward toward 
peace and order. 

AMERICAN REPUBLICS SAFE. 

As regards the first point, we must 
recognize the fact that in some South 
American countries there has been 
Much suspicion lest we should inter- 
pret the Monroe doctrine in some way 
frimical to their interests. Now let it | 
be understood once for all, that no just 
and orderly government on this con- 
nem has anything to fear from us. 
There are certain of the republics south 
of us which have already reached such 
a point of stability, order and prosper- 
ity. that they are themselves, 
atthough as yet hardly consciously. 
mong the euarantors of this doc- 
trine. No stable and growing 
American republic wishes to see some 
great non-American military power ac- 
quire territory in its neighborhood. It 
in the interest of all of us on this con- 
ftinent that no such event should occur, 
‘ana in addition to our own republic 
there are now already republics in the 
regions south of us which have reached 
* point of prosperity and power that 
enables them to be considerable fac- 
tora in maintaining this doctrine which 
ls so Much to the advantage of all of 
an. 

It must be understood that under no 
tircunistarnces will the United States 
tte the Monroe doctrine as a cloak for 
territorial aggression. Should any of 
our neighbors, no matter how turbu- 
lent. how disregardful of our rights, 
frally get into such a position that 
the uimost limits of ovr forbearance 
are reached, all the people south of us 
may rest assured that no action will 
wer be taken save what is absolutely 
femanded by our self-respect: that 
tiie acffon will not take the form of 
territorial aggrandizeiment on our part, 
and that it will only be taken at all

not without having exhausted every 
effort to avert it. 
WHERE IT STOPS. 

As to the second point, if a republic 
te the south of us commits a tort 
against a foreign nation, such, for m- 
stance, as wrongfal action against the 
persons of citizens of that nation, then 
the Monroe doctrine does not force us 
to interfere to prevent punishment of 
the tort, save to see that the punish- 
ment does not directly or indirectly 
assume the form of territorial occupa- 
tion of the offending country. 

The case is more difficult when the 
trouble comes from the failure to meet 
contractural obligations. Our own gov- 
ernment has always refused to en- 
force such contractura! obligations on 
behalf of its citizens by the appeal to 
arms. It is much to be wished that ail 
foreign governments would take the 
same view. But at present, this coun- 
try would certainly not be willing to 
go to war to prevent a foreign govern- 
ment from collecting a just debt or 40 
back up some one of our sister re- 
publics in a refusal to pay just debts; 
and the alternative may in any case 
prove to be that we shall ourselves 
undertake to bring about some ar- 
rangement by which so much as is pos- 
sible of the just obligations shall be 
paid. Personally, I should always pre- 
fer to see this country step in and put 
through such an arrangement rather 
than let any foreign ‘country undertake 
it. I do not want do see any foreign 
power take possession permanently or 
temporarily. of the custom-houses of an 
American fepublic in order to enforce 
its obligations, and the alternatlve may 
at any time be that we shall be forced 
to do so ourselves. 

MOST IMPORTANT THING. 

Finally, and what is in my view,

it is our duty. so far as we are able! 
to try to help upward our weaker 
brothers. Just as there has been a 
gradual growth of the ethical element 


another, so that with all the faults of 
our Christian civilization it yet re- 
mains true that we are, no matter how 
slowly, more and more coming ta 
recognize the duty of bearing one 
another's burdens, similarly I believe 
that the ethical element is by degrees 
entering into the dealings of one nation 
with another. Under strain of emotion 
caused by sudden disaster, this feeling 
is very evident. A famine or A plague 
in one country brings much sympathy 
and some assistance from other coun- 
tries. Moreover, we are now begin- 
ning to recognize that weaker peoples 
have a claim upon us, even when the 
appeal is made, not to our emotio.:s 
by some sudden calamity, but to our 
consciences by a long continuing con- 
dition of affairs. 5 

I do not mean to say that nations 
have more than begun to approach the 
proper relationship one to another, and 
I fully recognize the folly of proceed- 
ing upon the assumption that this ideal 
condition can now be realized in full 
tor, in order to proceed upon such an 
assumption, we would first require 
some method of forcing recalcitrant 
nations to do their duty, as well as 
of seeing that they are protected m 
their rights. 

In the interest of justice, it is as 
necessary to exercise the police power 
as to show charity and helpful generos- 
ity. But something can even now be 
done toward the end in view. That 
something, for instance, this Nation has 
already done as regards Cuba, and 18 
now trying to do as regards Santo 
Domingo. There are few things in our 
history in which we should take more 
genuine pride than the way in which 
we liberated Cuba, and then, instead of 
instantly abandoning it to chaos, 
stayed in, the direction of the affairs of 
the island until we had put it on the 
Tight path, and finally gave it freedom 
and helped it as it started on the life 
of an independent republic. 

Santo Domingo has now made an ap- 
peal to us to help it in turn, and not 
only every principle of wisdom but 
every generous instinct wikhin us bids 
us respond to the appeal. The condi- 
tions in Santo Domingo have for a 
number of years grown from bad to 
worse, until recently all society was 
on the verge of dissolution. Fortu- 
nately, Just at this time, @ wise ruler 
sprang up in Santo Domingo, who, 
with his colleagues, saw the dangers 
threatening. their beloved couritry, and 
appealed to the friendship of their 
great and powerful neighbor to help 
them. The immediate threat came io 
them in the shape of foreign inter- 
vention. The previous rulers of San‘o 
Domingo had crecklessly incurred 
debts and, owing to her internal dis- 
orders, she had ceased to be able to 
provide means of paying the debts. 

LENDS HELPING HAND. 
The patience of her foreign creditors 
had become exhausted, and at least 
one foreign nation was on the point 
of intervention and was only pre- 
vented from intervening by the un- 
official assurance of this government 
that it would itself strive to heip 
Santo Domingo in her hour of need. 
Of the debts incurred some were just, 
while some were not of a character 
which really renders it obligatory on, 
or proper for, Santo Domingo to pay 
them in full. But she could not pay 
any of them at all unless fome sta- 
bility was assured. 
Accordingly the Executive Depart- 
ment of our government negotiated a 
treaty under which we are to try to 
help the Dominican people to 
straighten out their finances. This 
treaty is pending before the Senate, 
whose consent to it is necessary. In 
the meantime, we have made a ten- 
porary arrangement which will last 
until the Senate has had time to take 
action upon the treaty. Under this 
arrangement we see to the honest ad- 
ministration of the custom-houses, col- 
lecting the revenues, turning over 45 
per cent. to the government for run- 
ning expenses and putting the other 55 
per cent. into a safe deposit for equit- 
able division among the various cred- 
tors. whether European or American, 
accordingly as, after investigation, 
their claims seem just. 

The customhouses offer well-nigh 
the only source of revenue in Santo 
Domingo, and the different revolutions 
usually have as their real aim the ob- 
taining possession of these custom- 
houses. The mere fact that we are 
rotecting the customhouses and col- 
ecting the revenue with efficiency and 
honesty bas completely discouraged al! 
revolutionary movement, while it has 
already produced such an increase in 
the revenues that the government is 
actually getting more from the 4 per 
cent. that we turn over to it than 11 
got formerly when it took the entire 
revenue. This is enabling the peor 
harrassed people of Santo Domingo 
once more to turn their attention to 
industry and to be frée from the curse 
of interminable revolutionary disturb- 
ance. It offers to all bona fide cred- 
itors, American and European, the only 
really good chance to obtain that to 
which they are justly entitled, while it 
in return gives to Santo Domingo the 
only opportunity of defense against 
claims which it ought not to pay—for 
now if it meets the views of the Sen- 
ate we shall ourselves thoroughly ex- 
amine all these claims, whether Amer- 
ican or foreign, and see that none that 
are improper are paid. Indeed, the 
only effective opposition to the treaty 
will probably come from dishonest 
efeditors, foreign and American, and 
from the professional revolutionists of 
the island itself. We have already 


with the most extreme reluctance and 


really the most important. thing of all, 


in the relations of one individual to 


the creditors who do not dare expose 
their claims to honest scrutiny are en- 
deavoring to stir sedition in the 
island. and are also endeavoring to stir 
up opposition to the treaty both in San- 
to Domingo and here, trusting that in 
one place or the other it may be pos- 
sible to secure either the rejection of 
the treaty or else its amendment in 
such fashion as io be tantamount to 
rejection. 4 

Under the course taken, sjability and 
order and all the benefite of peace 
are at last coming to Sante Domingo, 
all danger of foreign interyention has 
ceased, and there is at last: a prospect 
that all creditors will get justice, no 
more and no less. If. the Arrangement 
is terminated, chaos will folldw; and if 
chaos follows, sooner or later this gov- 
ernment may be mvolvec in serious 
difficulties with foreign governments 
over the island, or else may be forced 
itself to intervene in the island in some 
unpleasant fashion, Under the present 
arrangement the independence of the 
island is scrupulously respected, the 
danger of violation of the nroe doc- 
trine by the intervening of foreign 
powers vanishes, and the interterence 
of our government is minimized so 
that we only act in conjunction with 
the Santo Domingo authorities to se- 
cure the proper administration of the 
customs, and therefore to secure the 
payment of just debts and toe secure 
the Santo Dominican government 
against demands for unjust debts. 
The present method prevents there 
being any need of our establishing any 
kind of protectorate over the island 
and gives the people of Santo Domingo 
the same chance to move onward and 
upward which we have already given 
to the people of Cuba. It will de 
doubly to our discfedit as a nation if we 
fail to take advantage of this chance; 
for & will be of damage to ourseives, 
and, above all, it will be of incalcu- 
lable damage to Santo Domin Ev- 
ery consideration of wise per. and 
above all, every consideration of large 
generosity, bids us meet the request 
of Santo Domingo as we are Now try- 
ing to meet it. Fi. 

DOMESTIC POLICY. 

So much for one feature of bur for- 
eign policy. Now for one feature of 
our domestic polley. One of the main 
features of our national governmental 
policy should be the effort to secure 
adequate and effective supervisory 
and regulatory contro] over ail great 
corporations doing an interstate bust- 
ness. Much of the legislation aimed to 
prevent the evils connected with the 
enormous development of the great 
corporations has been ineffective, 
partly because it aimed at ng two 
much, and partly because it did not 
confer on the government a really ef- 
ficient method of holding any guilty 
corporation to account. e effort to 
prevent all restraint of competition. 
whether harmful or beneficial, has been 
ill-judged: what is needed —— 80 
much the effort to prevent combination 
as a vigilant and effective control of 
the combinations formed, 80 as ‘to se- 
cure just and equitable dealing on their 
part alike toward the public generally, 
toward their smaller competitors, and 
toward the wage-workers in their em- 
ploy. 

Under the present laws we have, in 
the last four years, accomplished much 
that is of substantial walue; but the 
difficulties in the way have been 80 
great as to prove that further legisla- 
tion is advisable. —— corporations 
show themselves honorably desirqus to 
obey the law; but, unfortunately, some 
eorporations, and very wealthy ones at 
that, exhaust every effort which can 
be suggested by the highest ability, 
or secured by the most lavish expend- 
iture of money, to defeat the purposes 
of the laws on the statute books.. 

Not only the men in coc trol of these 
¢ orporations, but the business world 
generally, ought to realize that such 
couduct is in every way pertioug, and 
constitutes a menace o the natior 
generally. and especiauy to th- people 
of great property. 4 

I earnestly believe that this is true 
of only a relatively small portion of 
the very rich men engaged in hand- 
ling the largest corporations in the 
country; but the attitude of these com- 
paratively few men does undoubtedly 
harm the country, and above alf harm 
the men of large means, by the just, 
but sotnetimes misguided, popular in- 
dignation to which it gives rise. The 
consolidation in the form of what are 
popularly called trusts“ of corporate 
interests of immense value has tended 
to produce unfair restrainis of trade 
of an oppressive character, and these 
unfair restraints tend to create‘ great 
artificial monopolies. 

The violations of the law known as 
the Anti-trust Law. which was meant 
to meet the conditions thus arising, 
have more and more become confined 
to the larger combinations, the very 
ones against whose policy of monopoly 
and oppression the policy of the 
was chiefly directed. Many of these 
combinations by secret methods and 
by protracted litigation are stihl un- 
wisely seeking to avoid the tonse- 
quences of their illegal action. The 
government has very properly © exer- 
cised moderation in attempting o en- 
force the criminal provisions af the 
Statute; but it has become out con- 
viction that in some cases, suph as 
that of at least certain of thé beef 
packers recently indicted in Chicago, 
it is impossible longer to 
leniency. Moreover, if the existing law 
proves to be inadequate, so that, under 
established rules of evidence, clear vio- 
lations may not be readily proved, de- 
flance of the law must inevitably lead 
to further legislation. This legisiation 
may be more drastic than I | would 
prefer. If so, it must be distinctly un- 
derstood that it will be because,@f the 
stubborn determination of some t the 
great combinations in striving t@ pre- 
vent the enforcement of the law:'as it 
stands, by every device, legal and il- 
J. 19 
ERROR. 4 

Very many of these men. seem to 
think that the alternative is simply 
between submitting to the mild kind 
of governmental control we advocate 
and the absolute freedom to do What- 
ever they think best. They are great- 
ly in error. Either they will have to 
submit to reasonable supervisiott and 
reguiation by the national authpri- 
ties, or else they» will. ultimately have 
to submit to govermnental actiof; of a 
far more drastic type. Persona}iy, I 
think our people would be most unwise 
if they let any exasperation due go the 
acts of certain great corporations drive 
them into drastic action, and I should 
oppose such action. But the great cor- 
porations are themselves to blame if 
by their opposition to what is legal 
and just they foster the popular feel- 
ing which tells for such drasti¢- ac- 
tion. 
Some great corporations resdtt to 
every technical expedient to render en- 
forcement of the law impossible,‘ and 
their obstructive tactics and refusal to 
asquiesce in the policy of the law ‘have 
taxed to the utmost the machinery of 
the Department of Justice. In my 
judgment, Congress may well ingutre 
whether it should not seek other 
means for carrying into effect the Jaw. 
I believe that all corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce should ba fun- 
der the supervision of the national! 
government. I do not believe in Ak- 
ing steps hastily or rashly, and it may 
be that all that is necessary in the ‘{nr- 
mediate future is to pass an iter 
state commerce bill conferring. upon 
some branch of the executive govérn- 
ment the power of effective ‘action ‘to 
remedy the abuses in connection with 
railway transportation. 44

that the Federal government should, 
80 far as may be necessary to carry 
into effect its national policy, assume 
a degree of administrative control of 
these great corporations. 

It may well be that we shall’ find 
that the onlx effective way of exercis- | 
ing this supervision is to require all 
corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce to produce proof satisfac- 
tory, say, to the Department of Com- 
merce, that they are not parties to any 
contract or combination or engaged in 
any monopoly in interstate trade in 
violation of the anti-trust law, and 
that their conduct on certain other 
specified points is proper; and, more- 
over, that these corporations shall 
agree, with a penalty of forfeiture of 
their right to engage in such com- 
merce, to furnish any evidence of any 
kind as to their trade between the 
States whenever so required by the 
Department of Commerce. 

It is the almost universal policy of 
the several States, provided by statute, 
that foreign corporations may lawfully 
conduct business within their boun- 
daries only when they produce certifi- 
cates that they have complied with 
the requirements of their respective 
States; in other words, that corpora- 
tions shall not enjoy the privileges and 
immunities afforded by the State gov- 
ernments without first complying with 
the policy of their laws. Now the ben- 
efits which corporations engaged in 
interstate trade enjoy under the United 
States government are incalculable; 
and in respect of such trade the juris- 
diction of the Federal government is 
supreme when it chooses to exercise it. 

When, as is now the case, many of 
the great corporations consistently 
strain the last resources of legal tech- 
nicality to avoid obedience to a law 
for the reasonable regulation of their 
business, the only way effectively to 
meet this attitude on their ~art is to 
give io the Executive Department of 
the government a more direct and 
therefore more efficient supervision 
and control of their management. 


FOR GOOD ORDER. 


In speaking against the abuses com- 
mitted by certain very wealthy cor- 
porations or individuals, and of the 
necessity of seeking so far as it can 
safely be done to remedy these abuses. 
there is always danger lest what is 
said may be misinterpreted as an at- 
tack upon men of means generally. 
Now it cannot too often be repeated 
in a republic like ours that the only 
way by which it is ible perma- 
nently to benefit the condition of the 
less able and less fortunate is so to 
shape our policy that all industrious 
and efficient people who act decently 
may be benefited, and this means, of 
course, that the benefit will come even 
more to the more able and more fortu- 
nate. If, under such circumstances, 
the less fortunate man is moved by 
envy his more fortunate brother 
to strike at the conditions under which 
they have both, though unequally, 
prospered, he may rest assured that 
While the result may be damaging to 
the other man, it will be even more 
damaging to himself. Of course, I am 
now speaking of prosperity that comes 
under normal and proper conditions. 

In our industrial and social system 
the interests of all men are so closely 
intertwined that in the immense ma- 
jority of cases the straight-dealing 
man who by industry benefits himself 
must also benefit others. The man of 
great productive capacity who gets 
rich through guiding the labor of hun- 
dreds or thousands of other men does 
sO, a8 a rule, by enabling their labor 
to produce more than it would with- 
out his guidance, and both he and they 
share in the benefit, so that even if the 
share be.unequal it must never be for- 
gotten that they. too, are really bene- 
fited by his success. 

FOR EXCEPTIONAL MEN. 

A vital factor in the success of any 
enterprise is the guiding intelligence 
of the man at the top, and there is 
need in the interest of all of us to 
encourage rather than discourage the 
activity of the exceptional men who 
guide average men, so that their labor 
may result in increased production of 
the kind which is demanded at the 
time. Normally, we help the wage- 
worker, we help the man of small 
means, by making conditions such 
that the man of excrptional business 
ability receives an exceptional reward 
for that ability. 

But while insisting with all em- 
phasis upon this, it is also true that 
experience has shown that when there 
ie no governmenta! restraint or super- 
vision, some of the exceptional men 
use their energies, not in ways that are 
for the common good. but in ways 
which tell against this common good, 
and that by so doing they not only 
wrong smaller and less able men— 
whether wage workers or small pro- 
ducers and traders— but force other 
men of exceptional abilities themselves 
to do what is wrong, under penalty of 
falling behind in the keen race for suc- 
cesa. There is nerd of legislation. to 
strive to meet such abuses. At one 
time or in one place, this legislation 
may take the form of factory laws and 
employers’ liability laws. Under other 
conditions it may take the form of 
deating with the franchises which de- 
rive their value from the grant of the 
represefitatives of the people. It may 
be aimed at the manifold abuses, far- 
reaching in their effects, which spring 
from overcapitalization. Or it may be 
necessary to meet such conditions as 
those with which I am now dealing 
and to strive to procure proper super- 
vision and regulation by the national 
government of all great corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce or do- 
ing an interstate business. 

There are good people who are afraid 
of each type of legisiation, and much 
the same kind of argument that is now 
advanced against the effort to regulate 
big corporations has been again and 
again advanced against the effort to 
secure proper employers’ liability laws 
or proper factory laws with reference 
to women and children; much the same 
kind of argument was advanced but 
five years ago against the franchise- 
tax law enacted in this State while I 
was Governor. 

Of course there is always the danger 
of abuse if legislation of this type ts 
approached in a hysterical or senti- 
mental spirit, or, above all, if it is ap- 
proached in a spirit of envy and 
hatred toward men of wealth. We 
must not try to go too fast, under pen- 


in the wrong direction, and, in any 
event, we ought always to proceed by 
evolution and not by revolution. The 


in a spirit of sanity and justice, and 
with exactly as much regard for the 
rights of the big man as for the rights 
of the little man—treating big man and 
Httle man exactly alike. Our ideal 
must be the effort to combine all 
proper freedom for individual effort 
with some guarantee that the effort Is 
not exercised in contravention of the 
e | and immutable principles of 
justice.

EFFORTS 


REACH THE POLE. 


(BY THE ASSOCIA 
ROMSOE (Norway) Aug. 11.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.] The relief steamer 
Terra Nova, which succeeded in res- 
cuing Anthony Fiala and other mem- 
bers of the Zeigler polar expedition, ar- 
rived here today. . 
She sailed from Tromsoe June 14 last. 
shaping her course direct for the ice 
fields, which were encountered June 19, 
in latitude 75 deg. 97 min. north; long- 
itude 36 deg. 26 min. east. 

The condition of the ice being favor- 
able, the ship proceeded eastward along 
the edge of the field untii June 27, 
when it commenced to force its way 
through the floe and July 26 struck open 
water. Thick ice was again encoun- 
tered the following day. 

On the morning of July 28 Palm 
Island was sighted and July 29 the 
Terra Nova reached Cape Dillon, where 
she found six members of the expedi- 
tion, safe and well. From this outpost, 
sleds were dispatched to notify Fiala, 
at the headquarters camp, of the ar- 
rival of the rescue ship. 

The Terra Nova reached Cape Flora 
July 30 and found more members of 
the expedition. These had become 
weakened by the hardships they en- 
dured and some of them were so ill 
that they could not have held out for 
many mon 

Returning to Cape Dillon, Champ, 
who commanded the relief expedition. 
organized a party and started for the 
headquarters camp, from which he 
brought back Fiala and his comrades. 

The Terra Nova. sailed for home 
August 1. It got out of the ice ck 
August 6 and returned in excellent 
condition. 

STIRRING STORY. 

The members of the Zeigler expedi- 
tion tell a stirring story of their vain 
efforts to reach the Pole. In the severe 
weather of November, 1903, the ship 
America, which carried the expedi- 
tion, broke up and the provisions and 
coal were lost. Part of the wreckage 
remained until January 22, 1904, when

it disappeared during a storm. 

The loss of the provisions was 
seriously felt and but for the stores 
left by the Baklwin-Zeigier expedi- 
tion at Teplita Bay the men would 
have been in bad straits... 

In the following spring, continued 
attempts were made eastward and 
‘westward to force a passage to the 
Pole. The conditions, however, were 
insurmountable. The expedition met 
with much open water and day after 


difficulties. 

Ultimately, the supply of provisions 
began to give out, when a painful 
journey southward was begun, the 
members of the expedition finally 
reaching the depots. at Cape Flora. 
Cape Dillon and Camp Zeigler, among 
which they were distributed and where 
they managed to eke out the limited 
supplies by catches of walrus and bear.

NEW YORK. Aug. II. — The ‘boycott 
of American trade has spread far be- 
yond the enticipations of its early sup- 
porters, says a Shanghai dispatch to 
the Times. It is now regarded with 
serious fear by. the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which sees in it a bad influence 
on foreign trade generally. 

The demands of the agitators in- 
clude the repudiation of forward con- 
tracts for American goods, which, it 
is calculated, will effect prominent na- 
tive dealers heavily Involved in such 
transactions. The ca is being 
fostered by meetings, leaflets, and a 
unanimous native pressure. The offi- 
cial publication of President Roose+ 
velt's message insuring the Chinese 
travelers and students admission to 
America and courteous treatment has 
been without effect. A significant fea- 
ture of the movement is its lack of 
success at Tien-tsin and in the north- 
ern provinces,

Abandoned derricks must come down 
and abandoned wells must be filled up

The Giidden tour brought forth prom!- 
nently the fact thet American cars 
have finally attained a high degree of 
excellency, being fitted in every way 
to tour American roads with the least 
trouble: Hills which for years have 
been climbed only with a team of 
horses, including the Crawford Motch 
Hin with a 22 per cent. grade: the 
Hard Scrabble Hill near Bethlehem. 
with a 25 per cent. grade, and the Saw 
Dust Hill near Chester, with a grade 
of 28 per cent. at one point, were sur- 
mounted by car after car. Men accus- 
tomed to make good money towing 
cars to the top with horses saw their 
competence slipping away from them 
when the tour came along, for the cars 
pulled up regulerly and the horses were 
not needed. 

The rapid driving done by a few in 
the present tour caused a lot of talk 
and it is now proposed to establish 
noon controls, where the cars will have 
to stop for an hour, and it is also pro- 
posed to require that the tourists start 
at a much later hour than 6 o'clock.

The Touring Committee of the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association is open 
to suggestions as regards the course 
which the annual tour of 1906 shall fol- 
low. Chairman Augustus Post, No. 31 
West Forty-second street, New York, 
has asked that suggestions be sent to 
him. The idea of the 
trip from the East to the West and 
return, in all probability, and many 
suggestions have been made, one 
among others being thet the trip be 
taken over the national highway 
through Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indi- 
ana, to Indianapolis and return to 
New York. This would consume about 
two weeks. Another suggestion not in 
Hne with the policy of the committee 
has been that the tour go northward 
to Montreal through Saratoga, return- 
ing via the White Mountains for the 
climb up Mt. Willard.

reply has been communicated to the 
Japanese envoys. But if only two of 
the conditions are regarded by Russia 
as unacceptable, the presumption is 
that some way will be found to reach 
an agreement. 

Russia's reply is ready. and will be 
communicated to the representatives 
of Japan at this morning’s session of 
the conference. The world will not 
have long to wait before it learns the 
terms of this reply, It is understood 
that the two pointg which Russia re- 
fuses to concede are the cession of 
the island of Sakhalin and the pay- 
ment of an indemnity—or “reimburse- 
ment,” as the Japanese prefer to call 
it. It is not at all probable that Japan 
will recede from the first of these de- 
mands. The island formerly belonged 
to Japan. It is regarded as a part of 
the Nippon archipelago. Some thirty 
years ago Russia gained possession of 
the island by a . which Japan 
has always regarded as unjust. The 
probability that Japan, having re- 
gained the island by conquest. wil! 
again relinquish it is too remote to 
be regarded seriously. Japan will un- 
doubtedly refuse. absolutely, to enter- 
tain any proposition to recede from 
this demand. 

On the question ot “reimbursement” 
there will doubtless he room for nego- 
tation. If Japan consents to accept a 
sum which will merely cover the cost 
of the war, Russia will be very likely 
to agree to the demand. But if, on the 
other hand, the demand for “reim- 
bursement” should be $1,009,000,000, or 
more, Russia would probably break off 
negotiations rather than submit to 
such extortion. It is stated that Japan 
estimates her expenditures on account 
of the war, thus far, at about $550,000, - 
000. This amount is increasing at the 
rate of $1,000,000 per day. 

There is a report that the reply of. 
Japan to M. Witte's communication, to 
be submitted this morning, will be in 
the nature of an ultimatum, stating 
the minimum and final terms upon 
which the Mikado wil] conclude peace. 
This may be true, for the Jap's tradi- 
tional arrogance has been greatly in- 
creased by the remarkable series of 
victories which he has won in the 
war with Russia. But the world will 
look with disapproval upon either of 
the belligerent nations which may re- 
fuse to be guided by reason. 

The terms which Japan has proposed 
are harsh. This was éxpected, as her 
victories have been great. But for the 
sake of humanity, she should be wil- 
ling to make some concessions if by 
doing so a lasting peace may be se- 
cured. In proportion 4s her victories 
have been great, Japan can afford to 
be magnanimous. *

The pressure on the water supply ot 
Los Angeles has become so great, owing 
to the extraordinary growth of the city’s 
that the necessity for enlarging kk has 
become imminent. The lack of an 
adequate supply is a _ threatening 
specter in the path of the city’s prog- 
ress. As all the water in the district 
immediately surrounding Los Angeles 
has been appropriated and nearly al 
of it utilized, it was necessary to look 
far afield for an addition to the water 
supply that could be deemed worth 
while. According to the Los Angeles 
Times the city has finally secured a 
supply of 30,000 inches on Owens 
River, but it will cost a vast sum to 
divert and pipe it to Les Angeles. 

It * well be doubted also that the 
Owens River drainage basin will afford 
any such flow as 30,000 inches daily 
unless a vast impounding system be 
constructed to store the waters during 
the flood season. 

But even 10,000 inches would afford 
a daily supply of 133,000,000 gallons, 
which would require three huge mains 
to transmit. K is a project of enor- 
enous magnitude to develop and con- 
duct such a vast quantity of water 
such a great distance as lies between 
Los Angeles and the Owens River 
Valley. It is equal to bringing water 
from the high Sierra to San Fran- 
cisco, The cost will be fabulous, and 
is is difficult to see how Los Angeles 
can finance the project under the exist- 
ing law. The conception of the scheme 
is a bold one, however, and the peo- 
ple of the southern metropolis have ex- 
hibited a surprising genius for large 

terprises. They may succeed in car- 

ing through this «tremendous under- 
taking, though it looks very improb- 
able at this distance.

Seriously 
speaking, the very existence of Los An- 
geles depends upon a greater and more 
reliable supply of water than it now 
has. If they can bring the Owens 
River to their door, though by so doing 
they depopulate and make barren a 
country many times greater in area 
than their own, which is dependent on 
this water, it is good business sense 
so far as the people of Los Angeles

WASHINGTON 
IS OPTIMISTIC. 


Government Circles Believe 
Peace Will be Made. 
European Capitals, as Whole, 
Have Same Opinion. 
— . — 
Japanese Hopeful, but Insist- 
ent, Russia Doubtful. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The prevailing opinion in 
government circles concerning the out- 
come of the peace conference is op- 
timistic, although, as far as can be 
learned, the State Department has not 
received the full contents of the peace 
terms. 
The belief of many government offi- 
cers is that Japan has made her de- 
mands ‘big in order to stand material 
reduction—that Japan has made her 
demands as large as possible, so as to 


obtain more in the end, after the Rus- 


sians have forced the Japanese to with- 
draw some of the points which they 
insist on now. 

Ever since the Russian and the Jap- 
anese governments consented to the 
President's proposition to have the 
peace conference, Washington has be- 
lieved that peace would result. The 
pessimistic tone adopted to some ex- 
tent in Europe apparently, had but lit- 
tle effect on the opinion of members of 
the President's official family. _ 

TOKIO HOPES FOR PEACE. 
PREPARED TO CONTINUE WAR. 
TRY THE 46SOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

TOKIO, Aug. 11.—{By Asiatic 
Cable.] A cable message from 
Baron Komura, reporting that the 
credentials of the Russian peace pleni- 
potentiaries were satisfactory in every 
respect, and saying that the Jap- 
anese had submitted a basis of nego- 
tiations to the Russians in writing, to 
which the Russians will make a written 
reply, has been received with satisfac- 
tion. Statements credited to M. Witte 
had created the impression that pos- 
sibly his credentials had been found 


unsatisfactory. 

The Japanese ple are following the 
proceedings at rtsmouth keenly but 
calmly. They are hopeful of peace, but 
are insistent upon satisfactory condi- 
tions, and are prepared to continue the 
struggle if the negotiations fail. 


ST. PETERSBURG PESSIMISTIC. 
HOPES TERMS NOT ULTIMATUM. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 11.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Japanese terms 
were known early this morning — 
to a very few of the highest offic ° 
who carefully guarded their knowledge. 

The newspaper offices were informed 
of the terms through the Associated 
Press dispatches from 
and they rapidly became known. 

At the embassies and among the offi- 
clals of the various departments, the 
terms were declared excessive and im- 
possible of acceptance if they constl- 
tuted the Japanese ultimatum, but gen- 
erally they were regarded merely as 
a basis on which to negotiate further. 

It was argued at the embassies and 
in other quarters that a settlement 
might still be possible if certain fea- 
tures, such as relinquishment of the in- 
terned warships and the limitation of 
Russian naval power in the Far East, 
were open to possible modification, and 


that, consequently, the chances of 
reaching an unders were not 
shut out. 


BERLIN NOT JUDGING. 
MUTUAL SURRENDERS EXPECTED 
(bY THE ASSCCIATED PRESS—-A.M.} 

BERLIN, Aug. 11.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Foreign Office, 
giving judgment on the equitableness 
of the terms of peace published and 
summarized by the Associated Press, 
believes that negotiations will continue 
until a success is reached. The For- 
eign Office believes that the desire of 
both sides for peace is strong enough 
to lead to mutual surrenders. 

Abstracts of the conditions were cir- 
culated among the diplomatic agencies, 
They are, as the Associated Press 
learned, at three embassies considered 
extreme. 

The prevailing view is that Russia 
cannot be expected to accept them, but 
that they are not an impossible first 
demand and that negotiations may be- 
gin on the basis of these declarations, 
to be ultimately concluded on some- 
thing quite different.

NOT EXCESSIVE, SAYS LONDON. 
JAPAN'S TERMS SUIT JOHN BULL. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED u. 
LONDON, Aug. 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
Lle.] The Japanese peace terms, ex- 
clusively given in the Portsmouth dis- 
patches of the Associated Press, are 
not considered excessive by the Brit- 
ish government nor sensibly reducible 
in the main points that the Emperor 

of Japan proposes to put forward. 
After the battle of Mukden, the For- 

eign Office was informed as to what

be Increased. Since the naval victory 
and the occupation of Sakhalin, the 
Japanese have added the cession of the 
island, granting of fishing rights, hand- 
ing over of the interned warships and 
limitation of the Russian naval 
strength in the Far East. 

The expenses of the war to Japan are 
estimated here to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $550,000,000, and it is thought 
that this is the amount which will be 
demanded as reimbursement. 

Russians in London consider the na- 
val limitations and the grant of fish- 

rights inadmissible, but incline to 
the belief that Sakhalin will be ceded 
and expect negotiations on the subject 
ot “reimbursement for war expenses.” 


NO RED TAPE FOR JAPANESE. 
MIGHT SIGN TREATY ANYTIME. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 11.—Writing to 
his paper, the Jiji Shimpo, at Tokio, 
Rihei Onishi. expresses great satisfac- 
tion with the progress of the peace 
negotiations and the manner in which 
the Japanese envoys are conducting 
the case of his country. He says their 
method of doing business is direct and 
absolutely devoid of red tape; and, so 
far as they are concerned, a treaty 

of peace might be signed today. 

He commends on the necessity of the 
Russian plenipotentaries sending the 
Japanese terms to the Emperor. If 
Russia cannot accept the terms, he an- 
nounces, “all right; we will go on 
fighting.” However, he sees no reason 
for haste in the negotiations. 

The position of Japan, he says, is 
much better today than at the begin- 
ning of oe war. “There is no Russian 
navy now; there is no Port Arthur, no 
Liao Yang, no Mukden, and our army 
de in possession of Sakhalin and threat- 
ening the communication of Viadivos- 
tok.” 

He expresses the belief that the 
whole civilized world will agree that 
the peace terms of Japan are reason- 


able; consequently, if the conference 


fails, it will be due to Russia. It it 
ends without peace, he sees no hope in 
the future for anything except a fight 
to the bitter end. There is, he says, 
no other nation which could, with the 
observance of thx proper proprieties, 
suggest subsequent negotiations for 
peace.

BUYS CASTLE UNSEEN. 


Quick Deal in England by Paul Kes- 
ter, American Playwright, Acquir- 
ing Ancient Place. 

STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, July 29.— English real 
estate agents declare that a deal in 
their line of business never has been 
closed with as little formality as one 
just made by which Paul Kester, the 
American playwright, has acquired an 
old English castle. This honored and 
historical piece of England—Angill 
Castle—was purchased by Kester with- 
out looking at it, in a period only equal 
to the time consumed by the transmis- 
sion of documents, photographs and 
money; and the transaction has com- 
pletely staggered everyone on this side 
‘of the water who had anything to do 

with it. 

The manner in which Angill Castle 
was bought by Kester was explained 
to the correspondent by one of the in- 
terested parties. It seems that the au- 
thor of “Sweet Nell of Old Drury” had 
made up his mind to live in England 
for some time, the better to complete 
an unnamed play which he has in 
hand, as well as for the purpose of be- 
ing in the atmosphere of English life 
and absorbing local color for the em- 
bellishment of future work. When this 
had been decided.upon Kester requested 
his American lawyer to ask his London 
legal connection to select a place whjch 
met certain requirements. It was to be 
well isolated from any center of popu- 
lation, and away from the track of 
travelers. It must be ancient, with a

The Arizona-Mexican Mining ana 
Smelting Company expects to have its 
plant at Needles in operation wituin 
ninety days. The preliminary detaiis 
were completed yesterday and the prop- 


erty of the Fletcher Smelting Company 


trancferred to Dr. L. D. Godshail, 
managing director of the new com- 
pany, who will make changes that wil] 
amount to practically building a new 
plant. Contracts for part of the ma- 
Chinery have been ie. to the Allis-

NO ORANGE GLUT. 


Even Distribution of the Yellow Fruit 
in the Market of New 
York City. 
(SPECIAL NDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—Now that the 
orange season in this market is vie- 
tually over for 1905. dealers are be- 
ginning to conskler what they may 
expect in 1906. Dealers generally are 
pleased with their treatment from the 
new selling forces. It has been an 
almost complete reversal of the policy 
of the agency. 

Much of this satisfactory redult of 
the season no doubt arises from the 
fact that the two gentlemen who have 
had charge of the interests of the 
largest shippers in this market have 
been given a virtually free hand. They 
have not been compelled to accept im- 
mense quantities of poor frult whica 
had been refused everywhere else, with 
the result that the market would be 
entirely spoiled. On the contrary, they
